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; ... He (DAmitrescu) then vent into 
a long explanation of tie relations 
with the Iron Guard and other Rumanian elements here in Madred, interspersing 
his consents from time to time with re ference s to General RADBSCIJ, saying 
that he had been in correspondence with the General, and he left me vltn 
the lucres s ion that the General was even prepared to consider him, Diaitrescu, 
as the representative in Spain of the Ruman ian Ration al Comm ittee , Dial- 
trescu tried to mite out that the Iron Guardiats and others with whoa he 
has associated here are the real fighters and active Rumanians and that 
AHTONIABE was just a mere ConmeroiAl Attache without any particular Influence. 
After he had stopped talking , I (Paul T. Culbertson) explained to him that 
Washington had given some degree of recognition to the work of the Rumanian 
National Comnittee under General Radescu; that the representative here who 
had been designated by the Comnlttee was Antonlade and, therefore, such 
dealings as the Bhbassy might have would have to be through those channels 
and that furthermore we had no intention of involving ourselves in contro- 
versies between various elements of the exiled Rumanians, 
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
